FROM OLD COUNTRY 


New York 
Finds That Tubers From 


Europe Are Ceenper Than the 


Product at Home. 


New York, December 17.—For the 


last few weeks probably four-fifths 
of the potatoes reaching New York 
city'for consumption have come from 
Kurope. 
That America should be a 


buyer of trans-Atlantic potatoes seems 
I'l-etty strange to tho private consu- 
mer, and even those on the inside of 
the potato market admit that It Is 
rather odd. 
Not for eight years had 


this'country bought potatoes abroad 
in any great 
quantities. 
But 
the 


hteamer Southwark arrived last Satur- 
day from Antwerp with 90,000 bushels 
and the Vadcrland Is expected tomor- 
row or next day with RO.OOO barrels, 
rind a big freighter from Glasgow In 
a day or two with 30.000 bushels. 


This has been going on for-about 
three weeks. 
Th/B potatoes come 


from Scotland. Ireland and Belgium. 
The potato crop In these countries has 
been particularly good, and the crop 
here thc worst this country has had 
for many years. Many of the farmers 
in the last three weeks refused to sell 
their potatoes for love or money, and 
those that would sell have been de- 
manding ns much as ?a per barrel. 
That brought the price here to private 
consumers up to $4 and|fi ai a time
